With the deadline for filing coming 
up February 7, Jones County politics 
is getting off to slow start with only 
two candidates announced by the first 
of January. Woodrow Simmons has 
announced for re-election as sheriff 
and Bill Moore has announced for 
Commissioner of Precinct One. 
Also up for election in the county 
this year will be the tax assessor- 
collector, county attorney, com ­ 
missioner, Pct. 3, and district judge. 
First of the primaries will be held 
on May 6, the second on June 3, and 
the general election will be held on 
November 7. 
Simmons will be seeking his second 
term as sheriff and Moore is seeking 
the post now held by veteran com­ 
missioner Johnie Agnew. Agnew is 
not expected to seek re-election. 
Moore is beginning his 23rd year as an 
employee of Jones County in Precinct 
One. 
Not only are the candidates getting 
off to a slow start but the voters are 
slow in registering. Only a little over 
half of the potential voters in the 
county have registered. The potential 
voting strength of the county is about 
7,000 and only 4,442 had registered up 
to December 7. 
This will be a big year for voters 
since it is a presidential election year 
and it appears there will be several 
strong state-wide races for Senator, 
Governor and Lt. Governor. There 
will also be at least 14 amendments to 
the state constitution to be voted on in 
November. 
Although voters this year will have 
until 30 davs preceding an election to 
register it would be much better if 
everyone would register early.

Stamford In District Opener 


The new requirements for all motor 
driven vehicles went into effect with 
the first of year and will likely cause 
some concern, especially among area 
farmers. For the most part it will be 
farmers who will be affected by the 
new requirements. 
From what I can read the only thing 
really new is having two instead of 
one tail light and stop lights, plus 
hazardous warning lights on all 
trailers and trucks 80 or more inches 
wide. 
Brake requirements, reflectors or 
clearance lights are not actually 
being changed on farm trailers. 
Because of the way the new law is 
written there is some confusion about 
the brake requirements for boat 
trailers and camping trailers and 
some of these will probably have to 
add brakes to their existing equip­ 
ment. 
Most cars and trucks will mee" the 
new requirements with their existing 
equipment. It is possible that some 
buses will have to have equipment 
added. 
Equipment requirements on farm 
trailers are tail lights, white light in 
the license plate, reflectors, stop 
lights and clearance lights. 
The vehicles must have two tail 
lights visible for 1,000 feet on the rear 
of the vehicle and both must be 
mounted on the same level. They

DALLAS — Ellis Campbell, 
Jr., District Director of Internal 
Revenue for North Texas, today 
warned all retailers in North 
Texas that Price Commission 
regulations require them 
to 
have posted their base prices 
before January 2, 1972. Under 
these regulations every retailer 
must display his base prices 
prominently in each depart­ 
ment in his place of business 
making this information openly 
available to the public. 
Those items for which base 
prices 
must 
be 
posted are 
determined by the retailers’ 
total sales in their last fiscal 
year: 
Less than $100,000 — Those 40 
items that had the largest dollar 
sales volume during their last 
fiscal year, or those items that 
accounted for at least 50 percent 
of total dollar sales during that 
year, whichever is less. These 
retailers may consider them ­ 
selves as a single department 
for the purpose of the base price 
posting requirement. 
More than $100,000 — Those 40 
items in each department that

portant mail is coming your 
way. 
The 
first 
of 7.5 million 
renewal applications from the 
Motor Vehicle Division of the 
Texas H ighway D epartm ent 
were dispatched from the Post 
Office’s facilities in Dallas on 
Friday, Dec. 31. 
Owners of 
motor 
vehicles 
should be receiving the renewal 
applications — for obtaining 
1972 Texas license plates — 
early in January. 


The 
actual 
motor 
vehicle 
registration “ season” at county 
tax offices does not begin until 
Feb. I. 
However, vehicle owners may 
go ahead and order their license 
plates by mail immediately. 
All that is required is to send 
the entire renewal application, 


the registration fee and $1 for 
each vehicle to be registered to 
the local county tax office. 
License plates will be returned 
by mail a fte r reg istratio n 
begins formally on Feb. I. 
Vehicle owners should allow 
at least 30 days for processing 
and delivery. The application 
should be sent to the local 
county tax office — not to the 
Texas 
Highway 
Department. 
License plates can be ob­ 
tained in person at county tax 
offices 
and 
designated 
sub­ 
stations beginning on Feb. I. 
In any case, registration will 
go faster if the owner leaves the 
three-part form intact and does 
not separate any of the three 
parts. 
Complete, 
easy-to-follow 
instructions are contained on 
the form and on the envelope. 
Deadline for displaying 1972 
license plates is midnight, Apr.'

There must be two or more red 
reflectors on the rear of the vehicle 
and they must be mounted 15 inches 
to 60 inches high. 
lf the vehicle is 80 inches or more in 
width the reflectors must be amber 
and mounted on each side of the front 
of the vehicle. At the rear; one red 
reflector must be mounted on each 
side. 
For stop lights on farm trailers, two 
are required after 1-1-72 and they 
must be visible up to 300 feet and 
activated upon application of the foot 
or service brake. They also must be 
red in color. 
Clearance lights on farm trailers of 
BO inches or more in width must be 
amber and mounted on each side of 
the front of the vehicle. On the back 
they must be red and mounted on 
each side 
They also must be mounted on 
permanent part of the structure so as 
to indicate width and height of the 
vehicle.

Myrtle was so outraged that 
she not only had the man fired 
but also sued the owner of the 
store for damages. 
"This was a clear case of as­ 
sault and battery,’’ she charged 
in court. “And every employer 
is responsible for the acts of his 
employees.’’ 
Hut the court disagreed and re­ 
jected her claim. The judge said 
the owner was not responsible for 
an act that was so completely 
separate from the job of selling 
furniture. 
This is a general rule of law, 
that an employer is not liable for 
an employee’s personal miscon­ 
duct outside the scope of his job.

Thus, the owner of a bar was 
held 
not 
liable 
when 
a 
mis­ 
chievous waiter gave a customer 
a painful hotfoot. 
It is a different story, how­ 
ever, when the employee’s duties 
do include a certain amount of 
physical contact with the public. 
Take this case: 
At a movie matinee, a noisy 
teen-ager was ejected from the 
theater 
by an 
irate 
usher. 
In 
doing so, the usher used consid­ 
erably more roughness than was 
necessary. 
This time, when the teen-ager 
sued the management for dam ­ 
ages, the court pointed out that 
policing the customers was part 
of the 
job of ushering. Even 
though the usher overdid it, the 
court said that the theater, as 
his employer, would have to pay 
damages. 
Furtherm ore, certain employ­ 
ers may be held liable because of 
an extra duty they owe the pub­ 
lic. F o r example, a railroad had 
to pay damages after an amorous 
conductor forced several kisses 
on a reluctant woman passenger. 
To be sure, kissing passengers 
was not within the scope of a 
conductor's job. Hut the court 
said that the railroad, as a public 
carrier, owed an extra duty to 
protect its passengers from harm 
— a duty which in this case it 
had clearly not performed.

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Genetics Clinic Goes on Road 
To Take Counseling To People 
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by Dr. Charles J. Epstein

A burst of public interest in 
genetics has followed the an­ 
nouncement of recent dra­ 
matic advances in this rela­ 
tively young science. 
Amniocentesis has made it 
possible to predict with cer­ 
tainty months before birth 
that an expected baby will be 
born with or without certain 
genetic diseases. 
As a result, genetic coun­ 
seling, a form of applied hu­ 
man genetics, can now give 
parents hard facts in cases 
where before it was possible 
to give only odds. 
But one problem is deliv­ 
ery: How do you make ge­ 
netic counseling available to 
the people who need it? 
Genetic counseling clinics 
are part of the answer. With 
support from the March of 
Dimes we have established a 
clinic here at the University 
of California Medical Center 
in San Francisco. 
This genetics clinic is 
unique because it is the only 
one in the country—as far as 
I know—that travels far into 
outlying areas to carry ge­ 
netic counseling to the people. 
Our routes take us over the 
Golden Gate Bridge and 
north to Marin County, 
across the Oakland Bay 
Bridge 60 miles west into the 
San Joaquin Valley, and 
more than 200 miles south to 
Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo.

nancy they undergo will run 
a certain risk of producing a 
child with that disease and 
we can compute the odds. If 
we find someone who is a car­ 
rier of a chromosome defect 
th at can be transm itted to 
their offspring — a relatively 
rare occurrence—then we do a 
chromosome analysis on ev­ 
eryone in the family. Then all 
who are carriers will be aware 
of it. 
The majority of couples we 
see have had a child with a 
defect and their fears have 
raised questions: W hat are 
our chances of having another 
child with this same disease? 
If we have normal children, 
what will be their chances of 
h av in g c h ild re n w ith th is 
disease? 


Computing Odds 
People from all economic 
levels, from the wealthy to the 
poor, come to the clinic. Some­ 
times they have heard about 
it from a friend or read about 
it in newspapers, but usually 
they are referred to us by 
their doctor or a public health 
nurse. 
For many couples who have 
a history of a genetic disease 
in their family, any preg- 


Fetal Cell Study 
For the woman who has 
had a child with a serious 
genetic defect —one form of 
mongolism, for example—and 
finds herself pregnant again, 
th e a n x ie ty can be o v er­ 
whelming. Many couples in 
this position don’t believe 
themselves able to cope with 
another child with the same 
defect.

week of pregnancy, fetal cells 
can be withdrawn in the am­ 
niotic fluid surrounding the 
fetus. A study of these cells 
can determine whether there 
are chromosome abnormali­ 
ties and some of the enzyme 
deficiencies that will produce 
malformed or m entally re­ 
tarded children. When these 
diseases are diagnosed, the 
parents will need to decide 
whether to have such a child. 
When the tests indicate a nor­ 
mal fetus, the relief and joy of 
th e p a re n ts p ro m o tes a 
healthy attitude for the dura­ 
tion of the pregnancy. 
In nearly all cases, the peo­ 
ple we see are happy to get a 
straight story—good or bad. 
It takes some of the specula­ 
tion out of the very hard deci­ 
sions they have to make. 


Research Effort 
When we are not seeing 
people in our clinic we are 
continuing our research, sup­ 
p o rte d by th e M arch of 
Dimes, the federal govern­ 
ment and some private agen­ 
cies. We are looking for the 
basic chemical differences be­ 
tween normal and chromo­ 
so m a lly a b n o rm a l cells. 
Understanding how the me­ 
tabolism of a defective cell 
differs from a normal cell 
should help us understand 
how chromosome errors cause 
birth defects. 
We are also investigating 
the very early development 
of the embryo after fertiliza­ 
tion, and the development of 
sperms and eggs before fertil­ 
ization—anything that could 
go wrong and lead to an aber­ 
ration of birth. 
The num ber of diseases 
that can be detected before 
birth will grow in the future. 
Better ways will be developed 
for screening for carriers, es­ 
pecially for those genetic dis­ 
eases that are concentrated 
in specific population groups, 
such as sickle cell anemia in 
the blacks and Thy-Saclis dis- 
ease in th o se of Je w ish 
ancestry. 
As the medical community 
becomes more aware of which 
diseases have a genetic basis, 
much of the kind of counsel­ 
ing we do in our clinic will be 
done by the physician at the 
local level. In the meantime, 
clinics like ours will fill part 
of the gap.

Final Payment1 of 
Estimated Tax 
Due January 17 


DALLAS, — The deadline for 
final payment of 1971 estimated 
Federal income tax is Monday, 
Jan. 17, 1972, Ellis Campbell, 
Jr., District Director of Internal 
Revenue for North Texas, said 
today. 
Some persons may have to 
make an amended estimate by 
January 17 if their income 
changed substantially during 
the last quarter of 1971. Space to 
compute an amended estimate 
is provided on the worksheet 
contained in the estimated tax 
package received by taxpayers 
for 1971. 
Other taxpayers may have to 
file an original 1971 declaration 
on Form 1040-ES by January 17 
if they just met the filing 
requirements during the fourth 
quarter, according to Mr. 
Campbell.

am ended 
declaration 
otherw ise 
due 
January 17 is not required if the 
taxpayer files his 1971 income
